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THE BIG QUESTION IN WASHINGTON 


One of the most important and interesting developments 
of the Kennedy administration will be the attitude taken by the 
Congress, for Mr. Kennedy, as president, cannot hope to do the 
things that he promised in his campaign unless Congress goes 

. with him, and right now indications are that Congress is consid- 
erably more conservative than Mr. Kennedy's platform and 
statements. 


Actually, the real majority in Congress has not been the 
Democrats, although there have certainly been far more Demo- 
crats than Republicans in Congress for several years; the real 
majority has been a coalition of southern states representatives 
and the Republicans. 


Even though the American people elected Mr. Kennedy 

president on his liberal platform, the voters at the same time re- 

laced some 20 liberal Democrats in the House, which, on the 
face of it, should strengthen the coalition. 


But it's not quite that simple. Mr. Kennedy will no doubt 
develop all the pressure he can to keep his own party members 
in line; he will do this through such this as appointment to 
key positions; allocation of funds for federal projects such as 
dams, airports, slum clearance, and all the other deals financed 
in total or in part with federal funds; and the thinking of the 
men on whom Mr. Kennedy really relies for advice will be an 
important factor in the trend of his administration. 


Then there is the mater of the House rules committee 
which has the power to decide whether legislation approved by 
other House committees actually comes up for a vote, whether 
it is revised, or whether it is held, and stopped, in the rules com- 
mittee. There is considerable controversy now in the House 
concerning continuation of this authority of the rules commit- 
tee. 


Continued power, or curtailment of power, within the rules 
committee, as well as membership on this committee, will be ex- 
tremely important to Mr. Kennedy and to the nation. 


So, as the Kennedy administration takes shape, watch for 
those guide posts: Political philosophy of men appointed to 
important key positions; continued strength, or a weakening, of 
the coalition of southern Democrats and Republicans; White 
House pressures exerted through approval or withholding of 
federal funds for local projects; and attempted curtailment of 
power of the House rules committee. 


In these four areas the pattern of America's future will be 
developed.

An odd thing about the motor 
vehicle. It simply will not move 
unless there’s fuel for its motor. 
Since practically every car uses 
gasoline for fuel, that’s one prod- 
uct whose distribution and price 
is a matter of major concern to 
every American. 

In recent years gas retailers 
have been plagued by a persist- 
ent series of price wars which 
has put the whole industry in a 
turmoil, from producing com- 
panies to wholesalers to service 
station operators. Relationships 
have become so strained, and ac- 
cusations are flying so thickly, 
that desperate measures are be- 
ing recommended for remedies. 
The Assembly interim committee 
on manufacturing, oil, and min- 
ing industry recently held a two- 
day hearing at which all seg- 
ments of the business were given 
an opportunity to present their 
facts and arguments. 

Before getting into such ma- 
jor problem areas as price wars, 
trading stamps and giveaways, 
witnesses took advantage of the 
opportunity to take a few blows 
at use of ‘‘octane ratings’”’ to ad- 
vertise gasoline. Spokesmen for 
service station owners said legis- 
lation to stop abuses in the prac-

outlaw ‘“‘price trading areas’’ es- 
tablished by wholesalers, and al- 
so the giving of special price re- 
bates to dealers. This latter 
practice was alleged to encour- 
age price wars. 


‘Spokesmen for suppliers were 


equally strong in their own de- 
fense. Price trading areas were 
explained as necessitated by dif- 
ferences in the cost of transport- 
ing gasoline from. refineries. Spe- 
cial rebates, which obviously cost 
suppliers profit margins, have 
one purpose, to protect qualified 
dealers who get caught in price 
wars. Suppliers do not in fact 
set retail gas prices, nor dictate 
policies with respect to use of 
trading stamps or giveaways to 
dealers. Suppliers are concerned 
with the interests of retailers, 
and are constantly studying ways 
of eliminating price wars. _ 

A university marketing expert 
told the committee that price 
wars in gas retailing arise be- 
cause, by and large, the indus- 
try sells one product, gas, and 
retailer must keep that delicate 
balance between price and sales 
volume which means maximum 
profit to stay in business. Over- 
supply of gasoline was mentioned 
as a generally recognized cause 
of price wars. .He deliberately 
ruled out as a possible cause, any

Q. What is the risk of infection 
with t.b. from telephones? 

A. Tuberculosis germs are 
projected when infected persons 
cough or sneeze. If they cough 
or sneeze directly into the mouth- 
piece there would be some danger 
of another user picking up t.b. 
germs. This danger might be re- 
duced by removing the mouth- 
piece and washing it with soap 
and hot water. It should then 
be swabbed with an antiseptic 
solution. It might be simpler to 
cover the mouthpiece with a 
piece of facial tissue, which may 
be discarded after use. 

Q. If both ovaries are removed 
are shots needed later? 

A. Removal of the ovaries during 
reproductive years brings on an 
“artificial” menopause. Hormone 
injections may be required for a 
time to help the woman adjust.

With air 
pollution a growing problem, it 
is important that growers recog- 
nize the necessity of reducing 
smoke production. 

The disadvantages of this type 
of heater are the increased diffi- 
culty in moving them about and 
the higher initial costs. 

Very little or no savings on the 
cost of oil should be expected by 
the use of return-stack heaters. 
Any new approved heater will 
produce just as much heat from 
a given quantity of oil — provid- 
ed it is operated correctly. 


Cotton Growers 
Should Check Now 
For Nematodes

VISALIA, Dec. 1 — Growers 


farming cotton on light to med- 
ium textured soils where growth 
was short and production was 
poor should check roots now for 
the presence of root-knot nema- 
todes. 

Delaying checking for this pest 
until time to fumigate next 
spring is poor management. By 
then it is generally too late to ac- 
curately determine the extent of 
nematode injury. By waiting un- 
til stalks and roots are turned 
under, many of the galls and 
small roots will be decomposed, 
giving a less accurate check.

We saw the stables where King 
Solomon’s horses ‘were kept. This 


is all under ground and very 


large. Thousands of horses were 
stabled here. We went to the 
Pool of Bethesda. This is where 
Jesus healed the 38 year old man. 
There are 124 languages on the 
wall of the Site of the Pool of 
Bethesda which tell of the mir- 
acle of healing which took place 
there. The pool is still there al- 
‘though it has changed shape due 
to earthquakes. 

| We saw where, on Palm Sun- 
day, Jesus rode a donkey from 
the Mount of Olives through the 
Golden Gate (two large gates 
now closed up) into old Jerusa- 
lem. We walked through the 14 
stations of the cross. We walked 
in the Spice Market and along 
King David Street. 

' BETHLEHEM: That afternoon 
we went to Bethlehem... We saw 
the church of the Nativity, whose 
site is over the location where 
Jesus 'was born. The original 


stable was destroyed in 527. We 
saw the hills of Judea and the 
Shepherds’ Field where the shep- 
herds were keeping watch over 
their flock the night they saw 
the star which led them to Beth- 
lehem to discover the Christ 
Child. 

The courtyard of the Church 
of the Nativity is where the Pro- 
testants celebrate Christmas. 

We again saw the Mount of 
Olives. Then we visited the Oak 
Tree at Mamre which is 4,000 
years old. It was here that Abra- 
ham met the three angels who 
told him that Sarah, his 90 year 
old wife, would bear him a child. 
(Many of these events or sites I 
am telling about are not in exact 
sequence as I saw them. I have 


to depend partly on memory, 
notes, and what the guide told 
us. The guides are good; they 
have to go to school and be li- 


censed.. They study the Bible, 
Koren and history. Koren is the 
Moslem book which their religion 
is founded on. Moslems have to 
wash five times before praying or 
entering a Mosque. In Saudi 
Arabia, where water is scarce, 
they wash with sand.) 

AL AXOR MOSQUE: The Al 
Axor Mosque was built in the 8th 
Century A.D. King Abdullah

GARDEN TOMB: In 1883 Gen- 
eral Gordon discovered the site of 
Calvary and the location of the 
Tomb of Jesus in the Garden 
Tomb. We saw a part of the or- 
iginal stone that was rolled away 
from the sepulcher on the Day 
of the Ressurection. The hymn, 
“There is a Green Hill far away 
without a city wall’ refers to 
Calvary. We saw the place where 
the three crosses stood on Cal- 
vary between Herod’s Gate and 
the Damascus Gate. We went 
into the tomb and saw the place 
where Jesus’ body lay in the 
Tomb of Joseph of Arimathea.

spoke to Mary. 

The Romans posted 18 men as 
guards at the tomb. But on the 
Resurrection Morning they be- 
came as dead men. Possibly they 
were paralyzed with fear at what 
they beheld. 

SKULL .MOUNTAIN: On top 
of this mountain is where Christ 
was crucified. We visited the 
Fortress of Antonio which Herod 
built in memory of Mare An- 
thony. 

LAST SUPPER: The Last Sup- 
per was celebrated in the home 
of John Mark in Mt. Zion. This 
is the Jewish Sector and we could 
not enter there. We saw the 
wailing wall in the old city part 
of Jerusalem. 

We didn’t get to Samaria but 
learned that on the way to Sa- 
maria is a place called Sebastia 
where the first four books of 
Moses were written. There are 
only 230 native Samaritans left 
in Samaria today. They are fast 
becoming an extinct race. 

Everywhere we saw  burros, 
women carrying water jugs, and 
loads on their head and children 
playing in the streets. We saw. 
many Bedouin Tents where the 
Arabs stayed for a few days af- 
ter which they folded up their 
tents and moved on. 

The School of Gamaliel, a fa- 
mous center of learning, which 
was attended by the Apostle Paul, 
is in the Jewish Sector which we 
could not enter. Also Nazareth, 
where Jesus spent His boyhood 
days and the Sea of Galilee are in 
the Jewish Sector. 

At 2:30 p.m. we left for the 
Jerusalem Airport. We left Je- 
rusalem at 4:00 p.m. in an Air 
Force C-54 and arrived at Dhah- 
ran about 11:30 p.m. 

The entire journey was most 
educational and interesting and 
it would take going back two or 
three more times to remember 
and record the things, events and 
all I saw. 

Many of the pictures I took 
didn’t come out very good due 
partly to bad photography on my 
part. I can’t take pictures very 
well. And also the developing 
facilities here on base are poor. 
And the person who developed 
them loused up. (I can’t take all 
the blame. Ha.) I am keeping 
the negatives and will bring 
them home with me. None of the 
Jordan river pictures came out. 
That whole roll didn’t develop 
for some reason. 

I was very tired when I got 
back and was happy to be 
through with traveling for a 
while. But would like to go back 
again. The Garden Tomb is 
where my friend saw Norman V. 
Peale, the time he was there.

It was voted to send a letter to 
directors of the Porterville Irri- 
gation district asking that ar- 
rangement be made for Northup 
to continue as water master un- 
der a revised schedule of work 
and cost. 

Named as a committee to de- 
termine this schedule, including 
just what records should be kept 
on water diversions from the 
Tule both below and above Suc- 
cess dam, were: Ira Anthony, 
Art Falconer and James Leary. 

Discussed during the meeting 
were various aspects of water 
rghts in relation to storage, and 
also in relation to anticipated 
“trade” deals whereby Tule river 
water should be traded for Fri- 
ant-Kern canal water. 

Entering into this discussion 
was talk of whether or not ripar- 
ian right water can be stored, and 
if it is, does its status change; 
also the maintenance of “‘seep- 
age” from the Tule river that his- 
torically replenishes underground 
stratas for pumping, if arrange- 
ment is made to store, for any 
period of time, of the Tule river 
water flow.
